Snow thaws, but Capital plagued 
by power failures, floods

Jerusalem's snow dwindled into 
slush yesterday, leaving behind 
ἘΞ city plagued with the storm's 
‘aftermath, heavy clouds, and some 
flooding. . 

Some residents were still with- 
out electricity or central heating 
yesterday evening, more than 40 
hours after the lines in their area 
were downed by trees felled by the 
weight of the snow. 

With the streets opened to traffic, 
commercial fe in the city returned 
almost to normal Bus routes had 
been cleared Monday night by spe- 
cial teams of snowscrapers, which 
also opened the way for tanker 
trucks to get through to the cil 
terminal In western Jerusalem ear- 
ly yesterday. Seven tankers distri- 
buted fuel throughout the day to 
hospitals, schools and other insti- 
tutions, but apartment house resi- 
dents with empty tenks were told 
they would have to wait until today. 

Schools in the city reopened and 
80 per cent of the pupils reported. 
Several schools, however, were shut 
down after a few hours because of 
renewed power failures. 

The Jerusalem manager of the 
Israel Electric Corporation, Paul 
Schaeffer, said last night that his 
crews were working 14-to-16-hour 
Shifts in the cold ani rain in an 
effort to cope with the damage. If 
not for the fact that 30,000 trees 
im the city had been trimmed near 
electricity Hines during the year, he 
said, the present situation would 
have been disastrous. He conceded, 
however, that not enough had been 
trimmed — residents who enjoyed 
summer shade from luxuriant 
neighbourhood trees were paying 
for it now with winter blackouts. 

Among the quarters affected were 
Tatpiot, Bak'a and Katamon. New 
neighbourhouds, like Ramat Eshkol, 
with underground electricity iines, 
did not have power failures. 


In the Jerusalem Corridor, the 
new moshav at Neve Dan was still 
without electricity as of last night, 
and residents were attempting to 
heat their turkey run with kerosene 
heaters in a desperate effort to 
keep the chicks alive. 

As the snow began to thaw, the 
Municipality's emergency headquar- 
ters turned its attention from snow 
removal to fooding. During the 
day, water was pumped out of 20 
flats in low-lying areas, At one 
house, firemen arvived to pump out 
a flooded fiat and found a more 
famitiar kind of emergency in a 
neighbouring ome — fire. It had 
been caused by an overturned kero- 
sene heater and the firemen saufed 
it out before it could cause sub- 
stantial damage. 

Firemen helped evacuate four 
families from two flats in the Old 
City and two in the New City’s 
Nehlat Shiva Quarter, which had 
suffered structural damage from the 
weight of the snow,

SNOWED UNDER TOO 


Heavy snow brought road and 
railway traffic to a standstill in 
many parts of the Arab countries 
yesterday. 

Highways and rail Hnes be- 
tween Lebanon, Syria, Jordan and 
Iraq were declared closed by 
what official statements described 
as “the worst snow storms since 
the turn of the century." 

The Syrian government re- 
ported many purts of the country 
were totally isolated by snow. 
Army helicopters dropped food 
and blankets to several Syrian

In Lebanon, army helicopters 
and haiftracks mounted a ntne- 
hour operation Monday night to 
rescue 30 passengers marooned 
in a bus near the town of Zahle, 
65 kms. east of Belrut where 
temperatures sank to 12 degrees 
below zero (centhgrade). The 
Beirut-Damascus International 
highway was closed. 

In Jordan, army and civil

described as the country's worst 
storm on record. 

The storm began at midnight 
on Sunday and lasted until Mon- 
day night. Snow was a metre 
deep in some areas, blocking 
roads throughout the country and 
completely disrupting traffic at 
Amman Airport. 

Car traffic within Amman and 
between the city and other towns 
came to a standstill and there 
were power and telephone line 
failures in. some districts. 

At the port of Alexandria, 
Egyptian rescue launches braved 
20-foot waves on Monday to save 
the 160 passengers and crew of 
the Egyptian liner Syria, after 
it sent an SOS. 

The liner had been drifting for 
more than 35 hours, the Middle 
East News Agency reported.

He re- 
celved kis science degrees, includ- 
ing a PhD. im physics, from Me- 
Gil University, Montreal, Canada, 
where he subsequently taught phy- 
sices until 1945, when he joined 
LTT. 

In 1950, he came to Israel as a 
representative of LT.T. for two 
years and was in charge of the 
installation of 2 radio-telephone 
System. Among the many other 
projects he worked on were the 
DEW Line early warning radar 
system) in Aleska, and other ra- 
dar and space programmes. He is 
the author of numerous technical 
Papers and of two books on com- 
munications. 

Dr. Arnold Cohen, Senior Lecturer 
in the department who specializes 
in bio-medical engineering, told me 
proudly that the department already 
has some more modern equipment 
than some of the biggest U.S. tech- 
nological institutes. He says that 
the students of the department are 
encouraged to take an interest in 
the problems where engineering can 
make life better, like bio-medical 
engineering.

During delivery, the pla- 
cent2 sometimes squeezes the blood 
vessels of the foetus and prevents 
oxygen from reaching the brain 
A two minute stoppage is sufficient 
to produce 2 mentally retarded 
baby. The electro-opticai meter 
shows the oxygen saturation ir the 
blood and enables the physician ta 
take necessary steps in case of an 
emergency. 

Another faculty member, Dr. Ben- 
Zion Kaplan, deals with an entirely 
different subject. He and his stu- 
dents work, among other projects, 
on research into magnetic levitation, 
which could be used to prevent fric- 
tion of rotating bodies. In theory, 
a train running on the prirciple of 
magnetic levitation could travel at 2 
speed of three hundred miles per 
hour, because the wheels wale not 
touch the rails and elimination of 
friction would considerably, inerease 
the speed 

Magnetic levitation could also be 
applied to gyroscapes to avoid me- 
chanical contact. Highly sensitive 
balances for the use of research 
would have a higher accuracy with 
the application of magnetic levita- 
tion, Weighing operations could be- 
come automatic so that their results 
could be transferred to computers. 

Dr. Kaplan also mentioned that 
magnetic instrumentation could have 
application in geophysics and help 
ta discover various mineral layers in 
the soil. He said that the Negev is 
very suitable for experiments with 
small natural magnetic fields, be- 
cause there are no noises made by 
man or machinery in tthe desert. 

Another member of the staif is 
Associate Professor Daniel Tabak, 
whose field is computational! methods 
of optimal control. During nine years 
in the U.S., he applied optimal esti- 
mation and control techniques to 
satellite tracking systems for 
NASA. He also applied optimal con- 
trol techniques in the areas of 
nuclear reactors, satelite altitude 
control and economic problems.

GIAP: HANOFS ‘VOLCANO UNDER THE SNOW’ 


SAIGON (Reuter). — Guncral Vo Nguyen 
Glop masterminded tho defeat of the Fronch 
in Indo-China and then unfiinchingly took on 
America's great war machine with his com- 
paratively small forces. 

Koown as "Nui Lua” (Volcano under the 
Snow) to his followera, the North Vietnamese 
Defence Minister and Commander-in-Chie? [5 
regarded as one of the world's great military 
strategists. 

Yet he never oven trained formally os 8 
soldier. He once boaated that “the only mili- 
tary academy I have been to is that of the 
bush.” 

His writings about guerrilla warfare have 
become textbooks for revolutionaries oll over 
the world, who are inspired by such Giap 
axioma as “a people's army is always capable 
of overcoming an aggressor's forces whatever 
they may be.” 

The first great triumph of the round-faced 
general came at Dien Bien Phu, a Vietnamese 
yalley where he vanquished the French forces 
in 1954. France agreed to withdraw from Indo- 
Chine and was eventually replaced by the U.S. 

After Dien Bien Phu and under the Geneva 

ents on the future of Indo-China, North 
Vietnam became an independent state, divided 
at the 17th parallel from South Vietnam. 
Organizer of victory 

General Giap, known slmply to North Viet- 
namese as “the organizer of the victory,” rose 
to Deputy Premier and member of the Com- 
munist Party's policy-making Politburo, as 
well as retaining his top military posts. 

Eighteen years later, the world watched 
with amazement as Giap'’s forces — with 
Soviet and Chinese military aid — ultimately 
forced the U.S. Government to withdraw the 
bulk of American forces from Vietnam. 

Last February General Glap said in Hanoi: 
“No brutal force whatsoever, no threat of 
force, can sway the determination of the 
Vietnamese, Lao and Cambodian peoples to 
tight U.S, imperialism until final victory.” 

Then, last spring, the North Vietnamese 
lounched o “classic Glap offensive,” 

The trademarks were the usc of ambushes 
and roadblocks, unexpected assaults and carc- 
ful marshalling of forces in far-flung battle- 
fields to extend the more numerous Saigon

The Vietminh, later to become the Vietcong 
in South Vietnam, had a amall force and in 
1951 General Giap sustained four serious 
defeats. But be steadily buflt up his forces to 
the point of them being able to win the 
historic victory at Dien Bien Phu, Six years 
later, his regular forces numbered 350,000, 
packed by a People’s Militia of another
